Claims 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Soliman (5,675,581). 

Soliman discloses simulating user interference in spread 
spectrum communication network comprising the steps of: 

calculating an interference measure from a mobile unit 
received pilot power; (see abstract) ; and 

setting an initial power level in a forward link based on 
said interference measure (see abstract) . 

2. In the remarks of Aug. 27, 2001, applicant traverses the 
rejection of claims 1-26 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). The traversal 
is based on the ground that the reference do not teach where the 
power level of the pilot signal received by the mobile station is 
compared to the original power level sent by the base station to 
develop an interference measure. This argument is not found to
